Top  Hollywood  or  Broadway  personalities  will 
top-line  the  remaining  programs  in  the  series.  The  dates  noted  fill  the  time  spot 
every  third  week.  Intervening  dates  are  the  regular  time  spots  of  Milton  Berle  and 
Martha  Raye  under  different  sponsorships,  with  Berle  scheduled  for  between  9  and  13 
programs . 

Hal  March  and  Tom  D’ Andre a  debut  in  their  new  Two  Guys  series  over  NBC,  Satur¬ 
days,  8-8 :30pm,  starting  June  25  in  the  former  Mickey  Rooney  Show  spot.  The  comedy 
series  is  an  expansion  of  the  "Soldiers"  sketches;  a  script  show  with  a  supporting 
cast.  D’ Andrea  and  March  completed  the  first  two  scripts  for  the  show  this  week, 
with  other  writers  to  be  recruited  in  Hollywood  for  the  following  shows.  March  will 
join  the  transcontinental  flyboys  to  commute  for  his  chores  on  Two  Guys  and  as  m.c. 

on  The  $6^,000  Question  in  New  York . Robert  Montgomery  will  have  a  stock  company 

for  the  third  summer,  probably  starting  July  k  and  continuing  thru  Sept  5#  a  ten-week 
season.  John  Rowland,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  past  two  summers ’  groups  and  has 
been  increasingly  active  as  a  director  of  some  of  the  Montgomery  programs,  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  one  of  the  stock  actors  (usually  five  or  six  rotating  regulars)  this  summer.

Ted  Fetter  moves  with  the 
new  strip  as  producer.  The  future  of  the  7-9an  spot  being  vacated  by  Paar  is  still 
up  in  the  air,  although  Charles  Collingwood  will  probably  be  "anchor  man"  of  a  news 
and  feature  type  show  in  part  of  the  time.

10:30pm,  starting  July  1.  Spotlight  Playhouse,  another  film  group,  comes  in  next 
Tuesday,  as  the  summer  replacement  for  The  New  Red  Skelton  Show,  9o0-10pm.  Eight  of 
the  best  films  In  The  Search  series  will  provide  the  summer  replacement  for  See  It 
Now,  Tuesdays,  10.*30-llpm,  starting  July  12.

...The  Matt  Dennis  Show,  replacing  the  Tony  Martin  Show  starting  June  27  and  moving 
in  also  as  replacement  for  the  Wednesday  and  Friday  Eddie  Fisher  shows  the  following 
week  for  the  summer,  will  use  an  unusual  program  announcer  set-up.  The  occasional 
girl  vocalist  guests  will  serve  as  off -camera  announcers,  introducing  Dennis,  while 
during  the  guest -less  shows,  top  show  business  names  will  introduce  Dennis  and  also 
close  the  show  via  pre -recordings.  Gordon  Auchincloss  (thru  Wilton  Productions  as 
packager)  is  producer  and  writer  of  the  show. 

KRON-TV(San  Francisco)  is  pioneering  in  the  use  of  three -vidicon  color  cameras 
for  regular  telecasting  of  black  and  white  film.  Chief  engineer  Lee  Berryhill  re¬ 
ports  a  greatly  improved  picture  quality  noticeable  on  home  receiver  screens.  The 
5-V  accomodates  a  much  wider  range  of  tones  and  results  in  greater  detail  in  both 
blacks  and  whites  over  the  usual  practice  of  projecting  films  onto  the  face  of  an 
iconoscope  tube.  In  addition,  the  5-V  has  a  higher  signal -to -noise  ratio  which  cuts 
down  the  possibility  of  snowy  effects  on  the  picture  tube.  KRON-TV  feels  that  the 
5-V  gives  more  satisfactory  results  for  black  and  white  films  and  slides  than  other 
methods  in  current  use.
